BIGCEST BATTLE OF WAR STARTS 


SAIGON (AP) — American troops deployed in the Jungled 


war Zone C today in the biggest offensive of the Vietnam 
war. 
Spearheaded by paratroopers making the first .US 


combat jump of the conflict, some 45,000 fighting men struck 
near the Cambodian border Wednesday to encircle the Viet 


Cong's long-time main operating base and reputed national 
headquarters. 


The drive covered a Tay Ninh Province area ranging from 


50 to 75 miles northwest of .Saigon. Reports from the battle 
area said initial resistance was light, with U.S. forces encoun- 


tering only enemy sniper fire and booby traps. 


The new drive was announced by Gen. William C. West- 


moreland's headquarters. It was described as of multidivi- 
sion size and given the code name of Operation Junction City. 
The operation was preceded by four softening up raids by B52 


bombers on Wednesday, just before some 750 paratroopers 
jumped into blocking positions behind enemy lines and barely 
three miles from Cambodia. The big Stratofortresses returned

Powell Gets Seat,

WASHINGTON (AP) — Mem- 


bers of the select House com- 
mittee on Adam Clayton Powell 
meet today to dot "I's" and 
cross "T's" in their report rec- 
ommending 
seating, 
censure 


and setbacks for the controver- 
sial Harlem congressman. 


Although at least one member 


confided he would be a bit un- 
easy until all nine signatures 
are affixed to the committee's 
report, agreement was reached 
late Wednesday on the basic 
accord to be presented today to 
the House for action, probably 
next Tuesday or Wednesday. 


Under the proposal, Powell, 


who was kept from membership 
Jan. 10 pending this investiga- 
tion, would receive 
his seat 


along with a stiff censure, loss 
of seniority and a requirement 
he repay from his salary gov- 
ernment funds he allegedly con- 
verted to his own use.

This amount has been esti- 


mated at about $35,000, includ- 
ing salary illegally ticketed for 
his estranged wife and personal 
plane trips charged to congres- 
sional credit cards.

33 States 
Seek More 
Tax Funds 


Both Nfew, Higher 
Levies Proposed 


NEW YORK (AP)- Measures 


pending in 33 state legislatures, 
if passed, will raise state tax 
collections'by about 10 per cent 
over the 1966 figure of $29 bil- 
lion, according to a report is- 
sued Wednesday by the Tax 
Foundation, Inc. 


In its annual preview, the 


foundation said 15 .states were 
studying new tax sources and 
28 others-were considering hikes 
in 70 existing levies. 
, 


The estimated annual yield 


from the new . sources totals 
more than $1.3 billion, the foun- 
dation said. 


An even larger chunk of tax 


money is expected, 
totaling 


more than $1.5 billion, should 
the states carry out plans to 
raise additional revenues from 
taxes now in effect. 
EYE HIKES 


In this category, the founda- 


tion said, 15 states have pro- 
posed a hike in sales taxes, 12 
in motor fuel taxes, nine in to- 
bacco sales and eight in income 
taxes. 


But, the foundation said, there 


was another side to the picture: 
proposed cuts or outright re- 
peals of taxes which could ag- 
gregate $500 million were under 
consideration by 14 state legis- 
latures. 


The foundation, a private, 


nonprofit and nonpartisan re- 
search organization, said that in 
some cases reductions were part 
of a tax package proposal.

Using Our Freedom 


Against Us 


_ A strange, and to many, a disturbing as well as unpre- 


cedented development is taking place in Viet Nam con- 
flict. It began with a visit to Hanoi by a New York Times 
correspondent who reported that American bombs have 
leveled North Vietnamese villages and killed numbers of 
civilians. His report has appeared widely in Western nations, 
where freedom of the press offers a forum for views on all 
sfdes — a situation that does not exist in communist nations, 
where the press is merely a spokesman for the party in 
power. 


Hanoi, it appears, has "now concluded that it is good 


strategy to utilize our freedom of the press to gain world 
sympathy. It has opened the door to journalists and 
photographers. 
Evidently the communists hope to stall 


American air power with words, pictures and propa- 
ganda, all aimed at building up the belief that the U.S. 
Air Force is committed to indiscriminate bombing. It is said 
that very likely Hanoi will soon also let an American news 
team take pictures for American television audiences of 
what the bombing looks like from the victim's side. There is 
little doubt that this new strategy of the communists will 
not only add to the difficulties of American forces but will 
also divert attention from the terrorism and destruction 
visited on South Viet Nam by the communists. 


While civilian deaths in the North have run to a few 


hundred, the numbers of civilians killed by specific Red 
attacks in the South since 1957 runs to 11,000 actually 
counted—and many thousands more uncounted. The com- 
munists used bombs, bullets, mines, grenades and shells, and 
their killing of civilians is deliberate, not accidental. 


During this past year, government officials report, nearly 


400 civilian officials were singled out by the Viet Cong and 
assassinated. About 1,300 other civilians were killed ap- 
parently for no particular reason. Some 3,700 civilians were 
kidnaped during the year. Few of the kidnaped ever return. 
In addition, the Viet Cong themselves report that in the 
four .years from January, 1961, to January, 1965, they 
destroyed more than 7,000 villages. 


As to the charge of indiscriminate bombing which to date 


the communists claim has killed 89 civilians in the vicinity 
of Hanoi, a spokesman for the Defense Department observ- 
ed, "We have no possible way of ascertaining whether the 
figure of 89 is an accurate one. . . .But those who do accept 
the figure as legitimate must acknowledge the care taken by 
the United States to avoid damage to civilian areas if no 
more than 89 persons have been killed during more than 50 
raids against military targets in and around a city of 90,000 
persons . . ." And Secretary of State Dean Rusk comments, 
"We recognize that people living or working in close 
proximity to military targets inay have suffered. . . .There is 
a vast difference between such unintentional events and a 
deliberate policy of attacking civilian centers. . . .Tens of 
thousand of civilians have been killed; wounded or kidnaped 
in South Viet Nam, not by accident but as the result of a 
deliberate policy of terrorism and intimidation." 


American military authorities state that no U. S. aircraft 


have been ordered to strike any civilian targets in North 
Viet Nam at any-time. American authorities also point out 
that the U. S. military has carefully avoided attacking the 
vital irrigation systems of that country, the destruction of 
which would endanger civilian lives and cripple the region's 
agricultural production. American forces have in effect 
fought with their hands, tied behind them. In 1966 alone, 
more than 35,000 American soldiers were killed or wounded 
by communists in Viet Nam. 


Many U. S. fighting men have paid with their lives for U. 


S. restraint in the North. And agaiit in the words of U. S. 
News, they ". . . feel strongly that they are taking a 'bum 
rap" from outsiders — from people eager to find fault with 
the U. S. at every chance." 


There may be differing views on Viet Nam, but it is a safe 


bet that Hanoi's charge of indiscriminate bombing will 
receive little credence among fair-minded U. S. citizens. 


Rail Mergers 


Mergers and railroads are as compatible as soup and 


broth. From the beginning, the history of railroads has been 
one of continuous merger. 


In the last 50 years, the number of railroads has declined 


from 1,243 to 380. The number of major lines has been re- 
duced from 181 to 76. In the early days of railroading, roads 
were almost entirely local enterprises. A century ago the 293- 
mile run between Albany and Buffalo, N. Y,, now served by 
the New York Central, involved 10 individual enterprises. 


. Recognizing the need for greater railroad service through 
consolidation, Congress in 1920 attempted to encourage rail 
mergers by ordering the ICC to draft a plan to consolidate 
the roads into a limited number of systems. 


It took the ICC nine years to propose a solution which 


would have brought about 21 independent rail systems. The 
plan was never formally adopted, but the roads soon began 
to accelerate the long trend of mergers. 


Mergers today largely involve giant enterprises, which 


because of the far-reaching complexity of operations usually 
involve extensive litigation in the courts. The $6 billion 
Pennsylvania-New York Central merger, which will become 
the largest consolidation in corporate history, has already 
been in the courts for years, with perhaps more litigation to 
follow. 


In the next decade, the number of major rail systems in 


the United States may be reduced to 10 or fewer. The 
authoritative trade publication, Modem Railroads, pi-edicts 
there may eventually be only six major rail systems. 


This is the age of rapid progress in industry, and the 


transportation industry ia at the top of the list of innova- 
tions. While air and sea routes are perhaps undergoing the 
most exotic advancements, the old standby, the rail, is 
undergoing considerable change. The rail map of the future 
will no more resemble today's layout than the navigation 
tools of Magellan resemble the modern mariner's. 


Campus Outrages 


. When a large university such as the University of 
California permits almost unlimited license to protest by its 
student body, the heritage of- disrespect for authority left 
behind will reverberate from one end of the nation to the 
other into the future. 


. It will erupt in challenges to authority by immature 
student groups seeking a cause celebre. It will involve 
disputes between students, administration and faculty over 
who Je running the school. And it will result in such 
disgraceful spectacles as the clumping of food on the dining 
hall floor by several hundred disgruntled Villanova Universi- 
ty students the other night. 
. On too many campuses the pendulum has nwung excessive- 
ly to the side of limitless individual expression, to the 
detriment of the order and discipline of the institution. 
When a major university system can be rendered inoperable, 
afc the Berkely campus of the University of California was, 
the license of individual freedom has been abused. 


Colleges and universities can be among the most difficult 


of institutions to administer under the best of conditions. 
The atomosphere of free academic inquiry which surrounds 
every campus has a tendency to filter through into the 
administrative offices,

Hematology is the science of 


the study of blood. Hundreds of 
tests can be performed on a 
single drop of blood. Numbers, 
therefore, are of no meaning 
except to those who are trained 
in the interpretation 
of the 
tests. 


Let me show you just a few of 


the figures in a blood study in 
health and disease. The red 
blood cells in the adult male 
. varies from about 4$4 to 6'/4 
million 
in each 
cubic 
mil- 


limeter. It is slightly less in the 
adult female. The white blood 
cells vary between 5,000 and 
10,000 per cubic millimeter. 


The number of white cells in 


frs blood is important but not 
nearly 
as important, as the 


distribution of the five major 
types of white blood cells. These 
constantly indicate to the doctor 
if an infection or an allergic 
reaction is present. 


One group of cells for ex- 


ample, the lymphocytes, jump 
to a huge proportion if there is 
monoucleosis.

You might have spared your- 


self a great deal of anxiety if 


you had frankly said to your 
doctor, "I don't understand the 
meaning of the number, will 
you explain it to me?" Such a 
forthright statement might have 
brought you an answer that you 
would readily understand and 
one that would bring you as- 
surance rather than unneces- 
sary fears.

Dear Mr. S.: There is no 


question about the fact that 
diabetes has some hereditary 
basis. It is generally accepted 
that more than 50 percent of all 
diabetes carries with it family 
history of this disorder. 


Diabetes most commonly is 


found in the fourth or 
fifth 


decade of life. You, therefore, 
have a long-range view of your 
potential health and wisely seek 
the assurance that you will not 
develop this condition. I assume 
that you both are probably in 
your late twenties, though I 
have no justification to guess at 
it from your letter. 


Since one of each of your 


parents has diabetes with no 
other background of this dis- 
order the chances are not great 
that you or your children will 
develop this condition. Never- 
theless you should follow the 
suggestion 
of 
the 
American 


Diabetes Association and health 
educators "to keep ahead of the 
possibility of this 
condition" 


with repeated urine and blood 
examinations.

Ventilating Systems In Order 


By June 1 pleasure boatmen 


will be expected to have their 
boat ventilaLion systems meet 
Coast Guard requirements or 
face a possible $100 pnealty. 


The commandant of the U.S. 


Coast Guard, Adm. Willard J. 
Smith, 
today 
announced the 


deadline. 


The requirements were origin- 


ally to have gone into effect last 
June 1 but boatmen were given 
an additional year in which to 
get their craft in shape. 
REQUIREMENTS 


The minimum natural ventila- 


tion required by the Coast Guard 
for closed engine and fuel tank 
compartments call for at least 


one inlet duct fitted with cowl 
or equivalent and at least one 
outlet or exhaust duct similarly 
fitted. Ducts must extend from 
the open atmosphere to a point 
at least midway to the bilge for 
the intake air duct and to the 
lower portion for the exhaust. 


Adm. Smith noted that current 


industry standards will satisfy 
the requirements and are rec- 
ommncded. 


Chief Louis Dedo of the St. 


Joseph Coast Guard station said 
boatmen can bring their boats 
to the Coast Guard station for 
inspection. He said the ventila- 
tion requirement will be one of 
(he first things Coast Guards- 


men will check when they are 
on patrol. 
BLAMED IN FIRES
